norning he opens the refrigerator and 
1n.ls over a pound of pure, fresh but- 
ter ready for his breakfast table. The 
story of his discovery is onu of the 
most remarkable in the history of in- 
•cntlon. 


Over two yours ago Mr. Taylor had 


his servant prepare him a luncheon in 
his studio in Walnut street. 


He ^vas bimy nnd preoccupied, and 


so, when, In reaching for a biscuit, he 
knocked the cream pitcher over with 
his sleeve, he simply set the pitcher 
•Ight again and decided to leave the 
cleaning of the tablecloth to his ser- 
vant. 


lie wont on eating- and thinking, and 


had almost finished his lunch, when hu 
noticed that the cloth had absorbed 
most oC the moisture from the cream 
and had left a thick semi-solid white 
mutter that looked like cheese. When 
ho saw what tho cream had done, he 
took a little of thp white matter on 
the end of his knife- and examined it 
carefully. 


"It looks like butter," ho muttered to 


himself. 
Ho tasted it. "I believe it is 


butter," ho said. Then he began to 
rci.son it out. He knew that the but- 
ter was the fatty substance of the 
cream, left after the moisture had been 
extracted. Then he began to experi- 
ment. He tried several kinds of cloth 
and blotting paper, and had a. partial 
luccess with euih. He has now com- 
plctc d hiu appai.'itns to his entire sat- 
isfaction. The pans are 9 inches by 15 
inches, and are somewhat over an inch 
in dppth. 


Tin; absorbent cloth is a specially 


made Urn tiling; so woven that the folds 
are c leai ly rmuked. When this cloth 
is folded it makt« four thicknesses in 
the bottom of the pan. Over that the 
blotting paper is placed. This is so 
folded that it makes a little pan of it- 
self'and holds the cream. It is about 
a half inch 
deep. When these two 


things aic placed in the pan everything 
is icady for butter making. 


All that then remains to be done is 


to pour in as much cienm an Is wanted 
and set it in the refrigerator over 
night. In the morning It is taken out 
.Mid, Instead of the cream, there is a 
layer of pure, fresh butter ubout n, 
half Inch thick. 
Then you simply take 


the blotting paper out of the pan and 
—tho butter rolls off ready for break- 
fast.

PRICES ADVANCED 


Increased Demand for Illuminating Oil 


Adds Another Cer.t to the Price 


Per Gallon. 


GREAT DEMAND IN THE EAST. 


Where Oil, Raw and Crude, is Used 


For Fuel 


The price on both refined and crude 


oils continues to advance. This week 
the Standard Oil Compajiy gave notice 
to the retail men that the price of coal 
oil has been advanced one cent per 
gallon. In fact all kinds of retined oil 
have been given a propoi tlonate ad- 
vance. 


Crude oil has also advanced and the 


Pennsylvania product is selling at $1.53 
and Western Ohio and Indiana, oil at 
$1.06 per barrel. This is an advance 
of about 70 per cent on the raw pro- 
duct. 


M. Maxon, manager of Iho big dis- 


trict in Central Illinois for the Stan- 
dard Oil Company, said, "Within the 
last few months there has been'an ad- 
vance of 2 1-2 cents in all refined oils, 
but last summer the company reduced 
the price half a cent a gallon. In spite 
of the advance in pi ice tho consump- 
tion of oil has incteased greatly. At 
present Iho consumption of oil is ac- 
tually greater than the production arid 
the stocks which had been hx-ld in re- 
sen e are being called upon to supply 
the demand. That is true of both re- 
lined and crude oils. The increased de- 
mand for oil in the east :s ot course 
due, to the fact that there Is no coal 
theie as a result of the long strike. 
All steam-making plants in the east 
that con secure oil are using that pro- 
duct instead of coal which is even 
more scarce than oil and higher pric- 
ed. 


"In the cast the people who de- 


pend on hard coal for heating and 
cooking cannot use (rude oil but they 
can and do use rclincd oil for that 
purpose. The result is that all of the 
cooking stoves and heating stoves that 
we had in the west have been called 
east to supply the sudden demand and 
then there ate not enough. I met the 
New England manager of the Standard 
Oil Company a few days ago and he 
told me that the business in hla district 
during the current year had Increased 
40 per cent. 


"The business In our territory has 


rot increased that much but it has In- 
creased largely, at the rate of about 
1500 
barels per month for every month 


in the year. November increased only 
1000 
barrels but that was due to the 


fact that there, was one business day 
less in November this year than thero 
was last year. There were five Sundays 
this year or the November increase 
would have "been 1700 barrels. Our In- 
crease has been In all classes of oil, lu- 
bricating as well as illuminating, 


"At present coal oil is selling at 


wboles'ile at 11 cents per gallon. Last 
year at this time it was selling at 9 
cents per gallon."

FOR DEATH OF HER HUSBAND. 


Decision of the Jury Was For the Sum 


of $4500. 


SKelbyvllle, 111,, Dec. 17.—Special to 


The Herald.—In the circuit court this 
morning the jury brought in a verdict 
awarding 
Mis. J. L. Thomas 
$4,aOO 


damages against the Wabash railroad, 
for the death of her husband. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Thomas weie 


residents of Decatur and Thomas was 
an employe of the Wabash. The fatal 
accident "occurred at East St. Louis 
October 27th, 1901. Evidence in 
the 


case was about as follows: 


On the 27th of October, 1901, an ex- 


tra left the I'.i ooklyn yards bound for 
l>ecatui. The train was a freight, cori- 
pnsed of 32 lu.ids, a dead engine and a 
ca.bi.ose. The deceased, J. W. Thomr.s, 
had been sent along with the other 
niembeis of t'le crew acting in tho 
raruclty of a messenger In chars? of 
the dead eneii'o. At Edwardsville Junc- 
tion, the crew set out; a car of mer- 
chandise and picked up two empty flat 
eais. \Vhilc this 
was 
being done 


Thomas went to where the dead twine 
wit* and oxiiiiilned it and found it i mi- 
ning ;>H rif.hl, and then retur'.ei lo 
tho cabocae, 'nto which he went an 1 
s,it down. Tli 're were three principal 
tiacks at this 
junction,

track, the uai^ing track and the main 
track. 


The. con'l'iclov gave tho signa'. to the 


engineer to 
hack 
up and the train 


moved backward, at a speed or ten 
miles per hour. 
Tn some inexplainabk' 


manner the switch to the house track 
had been left open unknown to anyone, 
and the train started in on the house 
track instead of the passing track, as 
was intended. The caboose struck the 
fust car it came to on the house track 
with such force that it caused the car 
Immediately in front of the caboose, 
which was full of lumber to go crash- 
ing right into and through the ca- 
boose. Fifteen cars were piled up one 
on top of the other. Thomas was about 
the center of the caboose, lying on the 
floor with lumber piled all over him 
and partially covered by the stove. 
He was dead when help reached him. 


Tho railroad attempted to prove that 


the deceased :\ is not acting within the 
scope of his duties at the time of the 
accident. They contended that by n 
well known rule among railroad 
:JPO- 


ple, a messenger in charge of a dead 
engine, has no place in a caboose, but 
should have been on the engine, if he 
had been there at the time- of the ac- 
cident he would not have been killed. 


The jury IMIS out ail night, bring- 


ing in the above verdict at 9 o'clock 
this morning.

per pound live weight. That is two 
cents above the average price for live 
weight turkeys.

ever paid as much as 14 cents Hva 
weight for turkeys. The most that nnjr 
would admit was 
12 l-l! cents 
per 


pound. They all agreed that they hail 
paid the hitter figure but it was for 
prime, plump youhff birds.

ias been settled, seemingly for good, 
iy Dr. J. A. Guthrie, U. S. N., w ho 
has sent to the Medical Journal m 
account of three cases which ci-no 
under his personal observation while 
serving- in the Philappines. One c: s» 
vas that of S. McK., a first class rp- 
prcntlce. In the summer of 1901 he 
was swimming with a firing pa ty 
which had encamped about three miles 
from lioilo, when a shark bit his l"ft 
eg off above the knee. A record of t ii3 
case is found In the log- of the Annai'O- 
is.
